Mrs. Quackenbush, Son 
Indicted for Murder 


The Tokyo District Prosecu- 
tor’s Office last night indicted 
Mrs. Beverley Quackenbush, 39, 
for murder of her husband 
Henry June 13 and abandoning 
the corpse in the yard of their 
home in Seijo, Setagaya Ward. 

The 17-year-old son, Wallace, 
was referred to the Tokyo 
Family Court with a recom- 
mendation that he be tried at 
the criminal court on the same 
charges but under the Minors 
Law. The 14-year-old daughter 
Diana was referred to the To- 
kyo Family Court. 

No dates have been set for 
the trial. : 

Quackenbush was in Tokyo to 
arrange for transferring his fa- 
mily to Kadena Air Base on 
Okinawa where he was to be- 
come civilian ground safety offi- 
cer. He had been stationed at 
Fuchu Air Station for 18 
months previously. 

Police said Beverley Quacken- 
bush and the son had confessed 
to the murder following an argu- 
ment when‘ the father had re- 
turned home drunk and attempt- 
ed to beat hs wife. The daugh- 
ter was also said to be involved. 

Quackenbush, police said, was 
apparently a habitual drunkard 
of violent behavior. 

During the fight on the night 
of June 12 Quackenbush was 
choked and beaten on the head 
with an iron bar. He was found 
the next day in the backyard 
of his home.

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Korean War 
Was Lost: 


MacArthur 


MANILA (UPI)—General of 
the Army Douglas MacArthur 
said here Wednesday that the 
United Nations forces could 
have won the Korean War 
without usin the atomic 
bomb and said if the Free 
World had gone on to victory 
there it would not now face the 
possibility of war with Commu- 
nist China. 

“Our failure to win that war 
was a major disaster for the 
Free World,” he declared, 

MacArthur told the Philip- 
pines Congress that it is a 
‘Basic principle” that “a great 
nation that enters upon a war 
and does not see it through to 
victory must ultimately suffer 
all the consequences of defeat.” 

“That is what happened to us 
in Korea,” the 8l-year-old Gen- 
eral said. | 

“With victory within our 
grasp, and without the use of 
the atom bomb which we need- 
ed no more then than against 
Japan, we failed to see it 
through,” he said. “Had we 
done so we would have destroy- 
ed Red China’s capability of 
waging modern war for genera- 
tions to come. Our failure to 
win that war was a major dis- 
aster for the Free World. 

“Its fatal consequences are 
now increasingly being felt in 
the military rise of Red China 
into a mighty colossus which 
threatens all of Asia and bids 
fair to emerge as the balance of 
military power in the world. 
This would jeopardize freedom 
on all continents.” 

However, said the American 
General who was relieved of his 
U.N. command by U.S. Presi- 
dent Harry 8S. Truman, the con- 
ditions that prevailed in the 
Korean War “exist no longer 
and will come no more.” 

“Then,” he said, “we were the 
sole possessor of nuclear power 
—we stood alone in military 
might. Now all is changed. 

“Others possess this weapon. 
Relative strengths from now on 
will probably change little with 
the years. Action by one wiil 
promptly be matched by reac- 
tion from the other. 

“The great question is—can 
global war now be outlawed 
from the world? 

“If so, it would mark the 
greatest advance in civilization 
since the. Sermon on the Mount. 
It would lift at one stroke the 
darkest shadow which has en- 
gulfed mankind from the begin- 
ning.”

The scandalized British refuse 
to let them go. The Jews 
aboard the ship proclaim a 
100-day Tunger strike, throw 
their food overboard and even 
threaten to blow up the ship. 
The British yield, or rather 
Ralph Richardson allows him- 
self to be influenced by Eva 
Marie Saint, a fair American 
nurse visiting him, and let 
them sail for the promiged 
land. 

Part two and three concern 
the bleak manner of life awalt- 
ing them in Palestine. It is to 
be a perpetual struggle with

The Jews 
and the Arabs are still in bit- 
ter strife. Nothing has been 
solved. They are on the move 
to continue their perilous ways 
of living. The bleak landscape 
in which it all ends is sugges- 
tive, nevertheless, of the conti- 
nuity of their new life, and has 
rich overtones of their passion- 
ate pursuit of life in Palestine 
because they are carving their 
own destinies on a land they 
can finally call their own. 

The film successfully builds 
an atmosphere of excitement 
for the birth of a new nation.

Japan Gets 
EEC Tariff 


Concessions 


Japan has obtained tariff con- 
cessions on 43 items from the 
six-nation European Economic 
Community (Common Market), 
the Foreign Office announced 
Tuesday. 


An agreement on the conces- 
sions Was signed in Geneva May 
19, it said. The accord was 
reached through the GATT 
(General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade) tariff negotiations 
conducted there since last 
September. 

f the six EEC nations, only 
West Germany and Italy have 
granted tariff concessions on 23 
items to Japan. The other four 
—France, the Netherlands, Bel- 
gium and Luxemburg—have 
given this country no such con- 
cessions, as they still reject 
GATT relations with Japan by 
invoking Article 35 of the GATT 
agreement. 

The concession tariffs on 43 
items will be put into effect 
upon enforcement of the pro- 
jected common tariffs of the six 
‘EEC nations on goods from 
external countries, scheduled 
for January, 1970. 

The 43 items include tea sets, 
porcelain ornaments, toys and 
lighters. 

Foreign Office sources ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the re- 
sults of the tariff negotiations 
with the EEC, although Japan 
failed to get concessions on 
such items as sewing machines 
and staple fiber textiles. 

They said the agreement with 
the EEC was significant partic- 
ularly in that it was a spring- 
board for expansion of the 
scope of tariff concessions to Ja- 
pan through future negotiations. 


Japan’s Reserves 
Drop $54 Million 


Japan’s foreign currency re- 
serve at the end of June was 
$1,912 million, or a decrease of 
$54 million from that recorded 
one month before, the Finance 
Ministry announced yesterday. 

The rate of decrease, how- 
ever, narrowed down by $15 
million as compared to the 
decrease of $69 million seen in 
May, the ministry said. 

The ministry pointed out as 
reasons for the drop a 
erable red figure in Japan’s in- 
ternational trade balance and 
inactive capital transaction. 

It was the first time in four 
vears that the nation’s foreign 
currency reserve dwindled two 
successive months. 


Japan Paper Workers

Featuring the new program is 
the so-called bridgehead formula 
under which the country is di- 
vided into 11 regions, forming 
about five economic blocs hav- 
ing their own industrial centers. 


The prosperity of these eco- 
nomic blocs is to be attained 


through the development of 
their key industrial centers 
which will serve as bridge- 


heads for the development of 
areas surrounding them. 


The council expected such a 
formula to prevent the exces- 
sive growth of urban centers, 
such as Tokyo and Osaka, and 
offset the present regional dif- 
ferences in industrial develop- 
ment. 


With the development of land 
under such formula, the coun- 
cil figured that the per capita 
income of the country’s indus- 
trial population would increase 
to ¥472,000 in 1970, or 2.3 times 
the figure of ¥202,000 for 
1958. 


The rate of income for var- 
lous regions, with 100 for the 
seaboard area of the Kanto dis- 
trict, would come to 67 (50 for 
1958) for Tohoku, 75 (55) for 
Hokuriku, 77 (53) for Chugoku, 
68 (52) for Shikoku and 74 (57) 
for the Kyushu district. 


The Government plans to 
map out working detalls of this 
program. It hopes to have it 
finished at the end of this year 
or by the end of next March at 
the latest. 


Nkrumah Opposes 
Common Market 


ACCRA (AP) — President 
Nkrumah deciared in Parlia- 
ment Tuesday he “should be 
very sorry to see the United 
Kingdom become a member of 
the European Economic Commu- 
nity, on account of its disrup- 
tive effects on the Common- 
wealth.” 


Nkrumah, who was opening 
the second Ghana Republican 
Parliament, described the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth as “the free 
association of peoples” and as 
an important force for good in 
the world. 


The Commonwealth, he con- 
tinued, now had, with exclusion 
of South Africa, a “civilized out- 
look and a reasonableness of 
temper in the conduct of in- 
ternational negotiations.” 

Nkrumah said that while his 
Government was unopposed to 
any arrangement which enabled 
European nations to have “great- 
er freedom of trade within Eu- 
rope,” they were “most decided- 
ly and strongly opposed to any 
arrangement which uses the 
unification of Western Europe 
as a cloak for perpetuating 
colonial privileges in Africa.” 

“The operation of the Euro- 
pean Economic Community, as 
at present concefived, will not 
only discriminate against Ghana 
and other independent states of 
Africa economically, but what 
is more important, it will per- 
petuate by economic means the 
many artificial barriers which 
were imposed in Africa by the 
European powers,” he said. 

Addressing African leaders on 
the dangers of the Common 
Market, Nkrumah declared: 
“Let me assure my brothers 
leaders of those African 
states who are exposed to these 
temptations, that the subsidy 
which they will receive in re- 
turn for assuming these obliga- 
tions will be small compared 
with the losses which they will 
suffer from perpetuating their 
colonial status—losses which 
are to be measured not only in 
terms of their own retarded eco- 
nomic and cultural develop- 
ment, but in the harm which 
they do to the peoples of Africa 
as a whole.”

Broader Buying Interest 
Noted in Japanese Bonds 


The head of Japan's leading 
brokerage and investment firm 
recently viewed the Japanese 
Finance Ministry's ruling June 
27 to permit nonresident for- 
eign investments in long-term 
Government bonds, municipal, 
public corporation bonds and 
some private long-term bank 
bonds as “still another giant 
step toward the complete lib- 
eralization of Japan’s overseas 
capital transactions.” 

Tsunao Okumura, chairman of 
the board, Nomura Securities 
Co., Ltd., in a cable to New 
York, said the new revision, 
which now allows a foreigner 
the privilege of investing in 
Japanese Government internal 
bonds, as well as some other 
selected bank bonds, “will sti- 
mulate and broaden the ex- 
change of capital between the 
United States and Japan.” 

Prior to this revision foreign- 
ers were unable to invest in 
Japanese Government bonds and 
other selected bonds which tend- 
ed to hamper broadened inves- 
tor interest. This, despite the 
fact that these bonds have been 
recognized as the safest and 
most lucrative investment med- 
ium in Japan, he said. 

“The yield on Japanese Gov- 
ernment bonds is one of the 
highest in the world—7 per 
cent or over annually, paid 
semiannually, with seven years 
maturity,” Okumura pointed 
out, adding that investment can 
now be made in dollars, sterling 
pounds or other foreign curren- 
cies in addition to Japanese 
yen. 

Okumura explained that the 
secondary (bond) market had 
beén relatively small and inac- 
tive after World War II. 

Investment firms, such as No- 
mura, found it difficult to float 
Government bonds to the public, 
“because of high money rates 
and tax competitive and excep- 
tionally active stock market,” 
Okumura said. 

In order to offset this apathet- 
ic interest in these securities a 
Bond Investment Trust °was in- 
itiated in January of this year, 
the Nomura executive said. 

This stimulated considerable 
interest in the sale of these 
bonds with the resultant volume 
rising sharply within a few 
months—$34,460 million at the 
end of May 1961 from a level of 
$28,550 million in December 
1960, Okumura said. 

“We are confident here in the 
financial community of Japan 
that the new revision will at- 
tract substantial foreign capital 
now that the barriers have been 
lifted for nonresidents,” Oku- 
mura stated, pointing out that 
this is a privilege which had 
long been sought by foreigners. 

In order to invest in Japanese 
Government bonds—long-term 
bonds, short-term notes, munici- 
pal bonds and government 
guaranteed — corporation 
bonds including national rail- 
road bonds, —— Telephone 
& Telegraph nds, public 
housing bonds and certain pri- 
vate bank bonds such as com- 
mercial and industrial financing 
agency bonds and agriculture 
and forestry financing agency 
bonds—one can withdraw yen 
for investment from a transfer- 
able nonresident deposit yen ac- 
count which one can own as a 
nonresident of Japan. Deposit 
yen also can be purchased and 
are transferrable from other 
nonresidents. If sold (at a 
slight discount in the official 
rate of exchange), it is possible 
to receive immediately foreign 
currency derived from the sales 
of transferrable yen. 

Regardless of the method of 
investment, interest delivered 
by these bonds may be freely 
repatriated in the currency in- 
volved in the transaction. 

The following regulations on 
repatriation of principle must 
be observed: When foreign cur- 
rency is used for investment, 
repatriation is possible only 
after the purchased bond has 
been held for two years or 
more, after which time it may 
be sold. One may also buy a 


bond of more than two years 
maturity and hold it until matu- 
rity. However, in the case of 
Government notes and one 
year discount financing agency 
debentures, these bonds having 
a period of maturity of one year 
or less, only when a new issue 
is subscribed and held to its 
maturity may principal be re- 
patriated in foreign currency. 
When a nonresident deposit 
yen account is used, repatriation 
in foreign currency is permitted 
only when bonds having periods 
ot maturity of two ‘years or 
more are purchased and held 
until maturity. In other cases, 
repatriated principal or pro 
ceeds received from sales of 
bonds must be deposited in a 
nonresident deposit account. 


Nikko Securities 
To Open in London 


LONDON (K yodo-Reuter)— 
Nikko Securities, a Japanese 
investing concern, is reported 
Wednesday to have appointed a 
London firm of brokers as 
agents in this country. 

The Japanese firm is also 
sending men here to encourage 
investment in Japanese shares, 
the Daily Mail says, 

Several booklets are circu- 
lating in the market giving 
details of Nikko Securities and 
ways and means of investing 
in Japan. 

The Daily Mail financial 
editor comments: “Japan's eco- 
nomic growth in the past 10 
years has been as good as any 
in Europe.

Feeling the Business Pulse 


The battle of the balance of 
payments appears to be in its 
fina: phase. That is, in the 
next several weeks the signifi- 
cant indicators will be able to 
tell the story quite definitely 
as to which way the wind is 
blowing—whether to a higher 
equilibrium or aggravating dis- 
balance. . And naturally, the 
kind of measures to be taken 
or not to be taken will differ 
with the balance of payments 
direction and the business 
pulse. 

The Government is prone to 
admit that the economy has 
been growing at rates more 
rapid than had been anticipated, 
and some imbalances have ap- 
peared, but it does not feel that 
the over-all situation requires 
the application of brakes for 
slowdown, whether monetary or 
fiscal. 

Watchfal Waiting 

More watchful waiting seems 
to be the Government’s attitude. 
Backing this position is the 
view that the very fast growth 
is or will be losing its steam 
because of creeping cautious- 
ness in the business scene which 
is making for an “easing boom” 
sentiment. The idea is to ease 
the boom situation, but not by 
restrictive measures as the rais- 
ing of money rates. 

Government and trade circles 
are hoping that American busi- 
ness recovery would come in 
time to help straighten out the 
Japanese balance of payments 
position. Prime Minister Ikeda 
evidently had this in mind when 
he stressed improved trade re- 
lations during his visit abroad. 

And to keep the growth 
course upward, Finance Minis- 
try sources are talking about 
securities buying operations by 
the Bank of Japan for adding 
monetary supply during the 
anticipated restrained money 
market situation in July-Sep- 
tember when net Treasury re 
ceipts will be inordinately high. 

But the Bank of Japan wants 
to spread a much stronger 
warning signal and is inclining 
toward edging the money rates 
a notch higher with the view 
to curbing plant and equipment 
investment demand and_ re- 
storing equilibrium in_ the 
balance of payments. 

However, the Government 
wants to keep the boom going 
on without the application of 
restrictive measures if it can 
possibly help it. In the mean- 
time, it hopes that the situation 
would work itself out with 
minor adjustments and export 
expansion. 

On the other hand, one can’t 
blame the Bank of Japan for 
being overtiy cautious in this 
situation, as the guardian of 
stable monetary value. The 
Bank believes in applying pre- 
ventive m@asures for the sake 
of moderating cyclical fluctua- 
tions. It wants to avoid the 
criticism of “too little too late” 
as in the case of previous 
“booms and bursts.” 


Balance of Payments 


A review of most recent busi- 
ness trends show that the 
balance of payments situation 
has turned for the worse in that 
deficits are appearing for both 
the current account and the 
over-all balance as well. And 
the gold and foreign exchange 
reserves are dipping. Import 
is still maintaining high levels, 
import usance effects are wan- 
ing and Eurodollar inflow is 
tapering. The firm production 
trend is keeping import highly 
active. Import prices are also 


Shippers, Union

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Moscow-Peiping Rift 


There are definite signs 


of a fresh quarrel between 


Soviet Russia and Red China and, although various reasons 
are given for the Moscow-Peiping rift, we may suspect that 
the fundamental issue is who should be the No. 1 in the 


Communist Camp. 


While Peiping has been obliged by circumstances to 
concede this position to Moscow in material matters, it 
appears to harbor the belief that it is superior in the inter- 
pretation of the pure doctrine of Marxism so far as this 
is operative in international affairs. 


In’ attempting to estimate the situation, and its effect on 
the course of events, it may be said at the outset that too 
great satisfaction on the part of the opponents of com- 
munism at this rift is hardly justified. Communist ambi- 
tions remain essentially the same whether they emanate 
from Moscow or Peiping. Quarrels among Communists 
either find their origin in the clash of personalities or in 
disputes over methods of reaching the common objectives. 

Probably both these causes are operative in the tendency 
of the Chinese Reds to challenge Moscow's control of the 
Communist push for global supremacy. There is also, 
somewhat in the background, the Chinese demand for an 
equal status with the West, and, although the Communist 
system has captured the imagination of the leaders in 
Peiping, so far as this system wears a Western dress, they 


are disposed to seek certain modifications. 


These modifica- 


tions are apt to take the direction of extreme socialist 
doctrinairism and, in one instance, the ruthless grouping 
of masses of the Chinese people into the “‘people’s com- 
munes,” has led the Chinese Reds into a sea of trouble. 
But it is the manifestation of Chinese Communist think- 
ing in foreign policy which has led them to a blatant policy 
of exporting revolution as opposed to the policy of “peaceful 
coexistence,” to which Moscow at least gives lip service, 


that has exacerbated the rift. 


Although the free nations 


have cause to doubt the sincerity of Mr. Khrushchev and 
the Soviet Government when they propound a policy of 
“peaceful coexistence,” the fact remains that Peiping has 
challenged the Soviet Premier over his way of doing 


things. 


And Mr. Khrushchev is not used to being chal- 


lenged in the sphere which he believes belongs to him by 


right. 


Just at the present time, there is no doubt the Soviet 
Premier feels that any such challenge is peculiarly ill- 


fitting. 


It is no secret that Mr. Khrushchev seeks to create 


a monolithic solidarity, at least in appearance, in advance 
of the 22nd Congress of the Soviet Communist Party open- 
ing in Moscow on October 17 when there will be a gathering 
of Red leaders from various parts of the world. 


It is reported that Mr. Khrushchev recently sent a 
statement to the headquarters of several foreign Communist 
parties in which he charged the Chinese Communist Party 
with violating the agreements of the 81 Communist parties 


that met in Moscow last November. 


That meeting was 


held at a time when tension had become sharp between 
Moscow and Peiping, the Soviet ostensibly favoring a 
continuation of the policy of coexistence, Red China urging 
active revolution in all countries wherever this was. pos- 


sible. 


Mr. Khrushchev says the Chinese Communists are 


unwilling to accept Communist discipline and that they 
have worked unceasingly to build up a zone in which 
Chinese influence will be supreme. 

This last contention seems to be borne out by recent 
Red Chinese interference in Africa and other areas remote 
from China, and there is ample evidence that Peiping is 
not content to be “just one of the others” in Moscow's list 


of dutiful satellites. 


While Peiping can hardly hope to oust Moscow from 
the leadership of the Communist bloc there is a distinct 
possibility, unless Moscow -nips the process in the bud, 
of its succeeding in the splitting of the Communist world 
into two camps, one headed by itself and one remaining 


faithful to Moscow. 


That Mr. Khrushchev is likely to go all out to prevent 


this denouement is, we think, a foregone conclusion. 


Inter- 


national communism has become so inextricably blended 
with Russian neo-imperialism that the Kremlin cannot 
afford to let others share in the supreme power. While the 
Soviet Government is certainly not adverse to the spread 
of communism for its own sake, it uses communism as the 
convenient tool for the consolidation and expansion of Rus- 


sian power. 


We may, therefore, expect that energetic 


measures will be attempted to bring Peiping to heel. 
Whether Mr. Mao: Tse-tung will be called to Moscow to 
answer a charge of heresy next October we cannot, of 


course, hazard a guess. 


A question for the Free World is what effect the dif-

strike most of us as nearer to the Chinese position than a 
sample of “peaceful coexistence”—or will he take a tougher

As for the matter of Communist 


China’s admission to the United Nations, this could hardly 
make any headway without Moscow’s active support and 
this might be only given on condition that Peiping toed 
the Khrushchev line, whatever that may be, now and in

These polli- 
cies can and probably would 
change very rapidly were there 
evidence that Russian policy 
was changing, but thus far 
there has been very little evi- 
dence that Chairman Khrush- 
chev wishes to alter his basic 
foreign policy thoughts and un- 
til he does it is unlikely that 
American policy will change 
very greatly. 
Closer Liaison 


As long as Khrushchev keeps 
the pressure on Berlin, Ameri- 
can policy will have to remain 
to defend West Berlin; as long 
as the Communist world keeps 
going the guerrilla wars in Laos 
and South Vietnam, the United 
States will have to respond in 
its way; as long as Khruschev 
is unbending in his opposition 
to a realistic inspection system 
for nuclear test bans and dis- 
armament, the United States 
has little choice but to cling to 
its position that without inspec- 
tion test bans or. disarmament 
are meaningless. 


American foreign policy does 
not remain static, for the world 
itself does not remain static. 
On the other hand, it is impos- 
sible—or nearly so—for drama- 
tic changes to be undertaken 
unilaterally. Foreign policy in 
large measure refiects the mood 
of the people, Certainly today 
there is little evidence that the 
American people want any vio- 
lent or decisive change in 
handling of international affairs. 
The foreign policy of Cuba, for 
instance, could be changed over- 
night because the people of that 
unhappy island were in a re- 
volutionary frame of mind. 
“That is not so today in the 
United States and to that ex- 
tent the leader of our country 
must follow the desires of ‘his 
constituents. 


If basic American policy is 
not apt to change what then 
might come out of the Presi- 
dent’s recent trip abroad? As 
far as the Paris and London 
parts of the voyage are concern- 
ed, it is extremely likely that a 
much closer liaison between the 
Western Powers will emerge. 
For many personal reasons, the 
French President, Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle. appears to have got- 
ten along better with President 
Kennedy than he had with 
President Eisenhower. 

No Past Quarrels 

Between De Gaulle and Eisen- 
hower hung many hurts—real 
or imagined—which were left 
over from World War Il. With 
Kennedy, De Gaulle felt no rem- 
nants of past quarrels. Ken- 
nedy epitomized the new gene- 
ration and for this reason the 
taciturn Frenchman apparently 
felt himself a great deal more 
at ease with the new American 
President. While great and im- 
portant issues still remain un- 
resolved between De Gaulle and 
Kennedy, the trip to Paris at 
least created an atmosphere in 
which the matters can be dis- 
cussed with relative friendli- 
ness and candor.

Prime Minister, Harold Macmil- 
lan, also appear harmonious. In 
the -short time in which Ken- 
nedy has been President, he and 
Macmillan have already met 
three times and, at least accord- 
ing to American sources, they 
have established an easy rap- 
port. If Kennedy has brought 
closer together the Big Three 
of the Western alliance, he has 
achieved a triumph in degree 
if not in change of American 
foreign policy. 
Many Imponderables 

It is difficult at this time to 
foresee what will eventually 
come out of the Vienna talks 
with Khrushchev. Too many im- 
ponderables cloud the crystal 
ball. For instance, what may 
or may not come out of the per- 
sonal contact of Kennedy and 
Khrushchev depends, in some 
measure, upon the personal and 
diplomatic relations of Khrush- 
chev and Mao Tse-tung. 

Is Khrushchev in full con- 
trol of the situation in Laos? 
If he is, then perhaps he can 
make good upon his Vienna 
agreement to effect a .ceasefire 
and establish a neutral and in- 
dependent Laos. If he is not,

if Mao is the controlling factor 
in that area of the world, the 
Vienna agreements may come 
to naught. Certainly during the 
meetings in Austria, Khrush- 
chev gave little indication that 
his basic foreign policy was 
changing and in view of that 
fact, it is doubtful whether 
that of the United States will 
change. 
Hopeful Sign 

A hopeful sign from Vienna, 
however, was that contact be- 
tween the leaders of the world’s 
two most powerful nations was 
restablished. The talks pro- 
ceeded with a minimum of 
rancor and little or no table- 
thumping and  fist-pounding. 
This may mark simply a tactic 
on the part of Khrushchev or it 
can augur for an era when the 
leaders of Russia and the Unit- 
ed States can sit down and talk 
things over in something ap- 
proaching a normal manner. 

To sum it up, the Kennedy 
tour in Europe predicates no 
particular change in American 
foreign policy. It might, how- 
ever, have laid the foundation 
for possible changes should 
such changes appear desirable 
or necessary in the near future.

Kosaka’s Trip 
Foreign Minister Kosaka’s 
visit to Britain and four other 
West European countries is sig- 
nificant in that Japan's relations 
with Western Europe are due 
to be ushered into a new era. 
Many problems, including that 
of trade restrictions imposed by 
some West European countries 
upon Japanese exports, are 
pending for immediate solution. 
Japan’s ties with this area of 
the world have weakened when 
compared with the close rela- 
tionship that used to be main- 
tained in prewar days.

Rice Price 


The Agriculture-Farestry Min- 
istry and the Liberal-Democratic 
Party are getting together to 
decide this year's rice price. 
According to plans, the rice 
price will be raised about ¥400 
per 150 kilograms. This in- 
crease is a result of the Liberal- 
Democratic pledge to double 
the national income in 10 years, 
and party members having a 
large number of supporters in 
farming areas could not help 
but bow.to the strong demand 
of farmers for such an Increase. 
However, the change of the 
price of rice is only for pro- 
ducers; retail rates will remain 
stable. Therefore, the Govern-

ment must pay farmers money 
which cannot be compensated 
by the rice sales. The problem 
is not for rice only; the same 
is also true of wheat and 
barley. The new rice price, 
therefore, should be considered 
in the light of the future agrari- 
an economy. This is a serious 
matter not only for the Gov- 
ernment but also for farmers.

Help the Consumers 

While wholesale commodity 
prices are on a stabilized basis, 
consumer prices are on an un- 
usually rapid rise. In the cir- 
cumstances, opinion is gaining 
that the Government should 
take measures to protect con- 
sumers. In response to the cry 
for the protection, the Govern- 
ment created an organ named 
the “National Livelihood En. 
hancement Council.” The coun- 
cil is scheduled to meet in the 
initial session Thursday. Any 
economic policy should be de- 
signed ultimately for an improv- 
ed and stabilized livelihood of 
the people, It is, therefore, con- 
sidered pertinent that the Gov-

Similarly, 
conditions under which animals 
are housed and operated upon 
in hospitals and universities 
have been very considerably 
improved through the efforts of 
‘our society. 

This is only a beginning and 
Wwe appeal to the public of all 
nationalities to assist us in this 
humane work.

Head of survey mission to Iran for

He later worked for a private 
firm but again became a gov- 
ernment official in 1943, this 
time as a section chief of the 
riparian investigation office of 
the Manchukuo Government 
Returning to Japan in 1947, he 
became the vice director of the 
Hokkaido Public Works Experi- 
ment Station and subsequently, 
in 1950, entered the Construc- 
tion Ministry. 

It was during this service in 
the Construction Ministry that 
he worked on the construction 
of the Naruko and Amagase 
dams as the head of the field 
offices of the respective dam 
construction. 

He resigned from the Con- 
struction Ministry in 1957 and 
assumed his present position. 

Japanese dam _ construction 
technique is now rated as the 
highest in the world. Japan 
has virtully clinched the con- 
tract for repair works on the 
Suez Canal, having outbid the 
United States last year. 

The Iranian Government had 
asked for a Japanese dam sur- 
vey mission because of the 
superiority of the Japanese 
“quake-proof dam construction 
technique.” 

Togashi and his mission is 
expected to remain in Iran for 
about two months during 
which time they will survey 
the region in northwestern 
Iran and draw up  ~»plans 
for construction of a dam there. 

Togashi enjoys occasional 
games of “go,” but claims he 
finds most pleasure in his 
work.

Case Study | 


The debate in New York City about Mayor Robert F. Wagner 
and his plans furnished a good case study in American metro- 
politan government. The temptation to win an easy newspaper 
victory over Wagner by pillorying his easy-going ways, his high 
burning point and his milkiness when he burns has not been 


resisted by his critics. 


What they forget to do is to set New York politics in per- 
spective, in relation to bi-city politics down the Atlantic Coast 
from Boston to Miami, and across the continent from Philadelphia 
to Chicago, and from there to Los Angeles and San Francisco, 

I wrote recently about how the plentiful American talent 
gets scarce when it is needed for national government posts. This 
is even truer of the kind of talent needed for running the sprawl- 
ing many-tongued mass we call megalopolis. The last man I 
remember who had a genius for it was Fiorello LaGuardia, the 
“Little Flower” who was part-Jewish, part-Italian, all-American, 


and all-politician. 


There were reform mayors in America before LaGuardia— 
men like Edwin U. Curtis of Boston, “Golden Rule” Jones of 
Toledo, Hazen S. Pingree of Detroit, Tom Johnson of Cleveland. 
But there is no task in American political life as disheartening 
as that of taking and harnessing a monster like New York City 


and making him like it. 
. 


What haunts the liberal imagination in New York is the 


memory of LaGuardia. 


The majority of New Yorkers probably 
wish that Wagner were LaGuardia. 


He isn’t. But neither is his 


Republican opponent Lefkowitz, nor his potential Democratic 
rivals Levitt and Gerosa. Wagner is to be measured not against 


the dream of the Littl Flower 


but the realities of New York 


politics today, because politics is not nostalgia but choice. 
LaGuardia had the imagination to appeal to the people's 

desire for big talent at the New York helm. Before he ran tor 

mayor in 1933 he proposed an anti-Tammany ticket to be made 


up of Al Smith, Norman Thomas and Robert Moses. 


The basic 


ingredients for a traditional New York ticket were there— 


Catholic, Protestant, Jew. 


But something else was there too, 


namely, a flair for drama, and the knowledge that the people 


responded to such a flair. 


When he ran himself he could not 


have won if a Democrat in Washington called F.D.R. had not 
deliberately split the Democratic ticket by getting Joe McKee 
nominated on a recovery ticket and then repudiating him. 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller understandably has a big stake 
in beating Wagner this year, to prepare the way for the Presi- 
dency in 1964. He tried hard to get Sen. Javits to risk his all for 
him, and run for mayor, but for Javits this proved beyond the 


call of either duty or friendship. 


It would have been suicide for 


Rep. Lindsey too, The evidence of graft which the Republicans 
have been able to dredge up, in school construction, will be’ help- 
ful in the campaign, but they don’t compare with what Judge 
Seabury dug up against Jimmy Walker and Tammany in Roose- 


velt’s and LaGuardia’s dav. 


If Rockefeller were a bolder man than he is, his path would 


be clear. 


He could himself do what he asked Javits to do—resign 
as governor and run for mayor. 


He would doubtless win, espe- 


cially with the Liberal Party backing which could scarcely be 
denied to him. And for three years, until 1964, he could demon- 
strate what he could do not in the safe and unglamorous gover- 
nor’s seat in Albany, but on the firing-line of New York City 
politics where he might meet sudden political death but where 
he would also be getting more ‘headlines than Barry Goldwater 


and almost as many as Jack Kennedy.

But he won't. Instead, Wagner will go on, as he has been 
doing, with the almost impossible balancing act which a liberal 
Democratic mayor must perform in New York: Meeting attacks 
from the Republicans, meeting the demands of the reform 
crats and the Liberal Party leaders, outmaneuvering the reac- 
tionary Tammany bosses and facing the crises of administering 
a giant city with a polyglot population, a traffic snarl, an exodus 
to the suburbs, a declining tax base and tragically inadequate 


funds from Albany for the schools.

His great strength comes from the support which reform 
Democratic leaders like Herbert Lehman and Mrs. Roosevelt are 


giving him, along with the Liberal Party leaders. 


I don't see 


how they could make any other choice. There is no LaGuardia 
for them to support. They don’t want to play into the hands of 
the Republicans in 1962 and 1964, and what happens in New 
York City in 1961 may be part of the key to both those years 


on the national scene. 


Besides, Wagner has either been lucky or has played his 
cards well in getting such enemies as DeSapio, Sharkey, Clancy 
and Gerosa. Rockefeller was able to beat Harriman in the gov- 
ernorship campaign of 1958 mainly because Harriman had to carry 
the Tammany stigma. Wagner has gotten wholly rid of it, and 
the more bitterly DeSapio, Sharkey, Clancy and Gerosa fight him 
the more completely he appears as his own man rather than 


theirs.
